CHAPTER III.

GEORGE'S FUNERAL 


Preparations for an Imposing Cer= 


emony to Be Held in New 


York Tomorrow.! 


New York, Oct. 30 —Hamlin Garland, 


the chairman of the George funeral com- 
mittee, is attending to the general duties 
of the funeral. He said tbis morning that 
the body of the dead leader would be 
taken to the Grand Central palacs aorae 
time this evening or perhaps about mid- 
night tonight. 


Tho service will be non-sectarian al- 


though there will possibly be some offi- 
ciating clergymen. One of these will 
very probably be the Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward McGlynn, the life long friend of 
Henry George, and the man who fought 
so hard a right with him in the campaign 
of 1886. 


The Bev. Dr. Heber Newton was talked 


of as one of the clergymen to take part in 
the service but it is thought that he will 
not be required to serve. Dr. McGlynn 
will not attend the services as a priest, 
but as a citizen and a friend of the dead 
man. 


The seats in the Grand Central Palace 


will be arranged so that the procession 
that had been determined upon will not 
be interfered with by the people in the 
hall. The body will probably be placed 
on a bier, so that all who wish may at 


some time daring the service or after it 
look on the face of the dead man. 


There is some expectation that the pro- 


cession will contain a large representation 
of the "Old Guards" or the men who fol- 
lowed Mr. George in the memorable cam- 
paign of 1886. The actual pall bearers will 
not be named till tonight.

The announcement of H. R. Hamer that 


he would be a candidate for mayor led 
THE TBANCRIPT to seek an interview 
with Mr. Hamer today. He was seen at 
his home and gracefully submitted to the 
questions of the reporter. 


Mr. Hamer said, "Fire away," when hs 


was seated in his comfortable parlor. 


The reporter followed his instructions 


and asked him if he wonld, in the event 
of his election to the office of mayor, 
continue the policy of permanent improve- 
ments incorporated by the pretent ad- 
ministration. 


Mr. Hamer said he would consider the 


need of the city ancl the city's finances 
and act accordingly. 


'•Are you, Mr, Hamer opposed to the 


present method of public improvement?" 


'I am opposed to the methods at pres- 


ent in operation, 1 should take the coun- 
cil and the people into my confidence." 


"But, Mr. Hamer, whether the people 


are taken into confidence does not alter 
the methods emnloyed, does not say that 
they are wrong or right. Are you opposed 
to the methods?" 


'I am opposed to the methods. I think 


the city Is a corporation and that its busi- 


H should be conducted in a business 


way." 
:'Do yon think that the methods have 


not been such as they might be; will you 
say in what respect they are wrong 1" 


'I don't think I should answer that at 


present. Something will come up at the 
next council meeting that will bear upon 
it, I think in such business as the letting 
of the recent contracts improvement 
could be made." 


'Would you give an illustration of what 


you think is not right. Do you speak in 
a general way or with reference to par- 
ticular things?" 


'I speak in a general way." 
'Are you in favor of carrying on the 


public improvements under the special 
permanent act or would you suspend those 
improvements? 
Do you think that it 


would embarass the city to do so?" 


'I cannot say what I should do in all 


things. It I were elected I would be in a 
better position to give an opinion. I 
should use my right and suggest to the 
council what I thought proper and have 
the meeting with that body." 


"But would you personall be in favor of 


continuing the work, and do you think 
the money could be borrowed withou1 
causing financial inconvenience to the 
city ?" 


"With reference to that I should be in 


favor of continuing the work and I thine 
the permanent improvement loan could 
be safely assured." 


"Continuing practically along the pres- 


ent lines?" 


"Yes." 
"Would you make a change in the per- 


sonnel of the administration?" 


"I have no sweeping changes in mind. 


I might not remove a man and might re- 
move them all." 


"From your knowledge of public affairs, 


would you say that there is an office that 
would be better filled?" 


"No. I might find conditions were I in 


office that would change my opinion on 
some things." 


"Mr. Hamer are you looking for the 


Republican nomination ?" 


"The stand I have taken has been 


brought about by wliat I think is a gen- 
eral demand and I bhall accept the nomin- 
ation from those who have influenced me 
in whatever way they choose to offer it. 
Every one knows that I am a HepubJ.can, 
but I suppose that the city affairs are to 
be conducted on non-partisan lines." 


"What do you think is the babii- for this 


general demand that 3 ou should accept 
the nomination for mayor?" 


"I think it would not be proper for me 


to answer that. III am elected I shall be 
elected by the people." 


"But I wonld like to know if you think 


you are chosen because of a dissatisfac- 
tion with the present state ol affairs ? ' 


It was ei plained to Mr. Hamer that the 


people might look upon him as an opposi- 
tion candidate and it was desired to de- 
termine whether he was in opposition. 


•'I have answered you," he said "in the 


point of opposition, I am opposed to 
preaant methods." 


"Then you can be conbtrued to be an 


opposition candidate?" 


"Yes." 
Mr. Uanier has no plan of government 


outlined to put m practice, fie would 
accept the office and shape his action with 
reference to what he finds to be condition, 
He has no specific criticism to make. He 
makes no criticism more than that he be- 
lieves business methods do not prevail. 


He would not seek to amend the char- 
i 


ter so tEat the executive officers would be 
compelled to come before the council 
when requested.

DR. EVERETT AT LYNN. 


Criticises Williams Democracy For Dis- 


tinction as to Classes. 


Lynn, Mass., Oct. 28.—The national 


Democrats held the first big rally of the 
campaigTi in this city last night, nearly 
800 people being present to listen to the 
discussion of the issues of the day by 
Dr. William Everett, candidate for 
governor, Colonel Henry A. Lamb of 
Brookline and William A. Murphy of 
Boston. Henry F. Hurlburst presided, 
and the first speaker to be introduced 
w as Dr. Everett, who received a rousing: 
reception when he was presented to the 
audience, and was frequently applaud- 
ed during; his address. 


"Why should the Democrats of Massa- 


chusetts renounce their opinions?" he 
a^ked. "Why should they accept tho 
sectional silver standard, got up in the 
interest of certain portions of the coun- 
try and at the dictation of the delega- 
tions from other states in the Union? I 
have heard it said that Massachusetts 
did not vote 'or a Democratic president, 
and that therefore Massachusetts Demo- 
crats were bound to give up their idea 
of Democracy. Nothing for years has 
given the national Democratic party all 
over the nation such a start as the up- 
rising in 1S84 of thousands of Democrats 
in Massachusetts in support of the nom- 
ination of Mr. Cleveland. The strength 
and life and vigor and new force that 
have come into the Democratic party in 
the last dozen years have come, not 
from the old states that are always 
Democratic, but from the new spirit that 
came into tho Democratic party from 
the states that have not been Democratic 
before, and tnc very greatest inspira- 
tion in the regenerated Democratic party 
came from Massachusetts under the 
three years' governorship of the late 
lamented Russell.

It 
has very little In common with the De- 
mocracy which has been coeval with the 
history of the republic. We believe the 
true principle of American Democracj 
IF that every man in every part of the 
country is equal under the constitution 
and before the law, and that no Ameri- 
can can claim he is in any sense more 
of an American citizen than his neigh- 
bor and his brother. (Applause). There 
Is no difference in this respect between 
us and those who call themselves the 
new Democracy. They arraign the Re- 
publican partj, just as we always have, 
for its violation of the true principles of 
American equality in legislation. (Ap- 
plause).

Capt. Moses Rice, the First 


White Settler at Charle- 


mont Between Forts. 


WAS KILLED BY INDIAN. 


Interesting Chapter About the Time 


When Fort Massachusetts Was 


Burned. Glimpse at Life and 


Habits a Century and 


a 
Half Ago.

The flag raising at the old Fort Massa- 


chusetts site and tbe subsequent talk has 
led to'the unearthing of some history 
concerning Captaia Moses Rice, the only 
white settler at one time at Charlemont 
between Fort Massachusetts and Fort 
Deerfield. The nam» of Klce is still pronu 
inent in the valley «nd Fred S. Rice and 
his relatives are descendents of the pio- 
neer captain, whose demesne contained 
22,000 acres. He once had a bill of 500 
pounds for entertaining troops in those 
unsettled days. The following is an ex- 
tract from his private accounts:

Here is an interesting sketch concerar 


ing him and his tragic death: 


"In the spring of 1743 Moses Bice set- 


tled at Boston Township No. 1, now Char- 
lemont, with a well grown family of chil- 
dren. In August, 1746, he was a prosper- 
ous farmer with a well stocked farm and 
abundant growing crops. His was the 
only house between Deerfield and Fort 
Massachusetts, a hospitable haven for 
traders going to Albany for furs,-for scout- 
ing parties, and for soldiers inarching 
back and forth, furnishing the fort with 
supplies from the commissary at Deer_ 
field. August 20, Fort Massachusetts was 
surrounded by 800 French and Indians 
and after 23 hours of gallant defense by 
Sergt. John Hawks, the fort was given up. 


Had his folks gone to Deerfield shop- 


ping? or on a summer vacation? 
Why 


wera Bice's folks at DeerBeld, 22 miles 
from their snug home in Charlemont? 
Fleeing with hurrying feet and empty 
hands, they had sought a haven of {refuge 
there, leaving all behind to the red de- 
mons of destruction, of whose approach 
they had somehow a timely warning. It 
may have been, as was sometimes the 
case, by frightened cattle running home 
from the woods. 


By some means, the Lord only knows 


how, 
the news of this assault came over 


the mountain to the home of Moses Rice, 
and all the family fled for their lives to 
Deerfield. Having seen his family safely 
secured Rice went back to look after his 
flocks and herds. He found only a scene 
of desolation. 
The savages had been 


close upon his flight; h»d burnt all his 
buildings, with household 
goods and 


clothing; destroyed his crops and killed 
his stock. The family had a narrow es- 
cape. How thankful vvas Moses that his 
"folks" were safely "billited" withSteb- 
bins. He took them all back to his old 
home in Rutland; but at the close of the 
old French war returned to f his farm. 
Here, while peacefully laboring in his 
field be was killed by Indians. June 1, 
1755. Phinehas Arms, a young soldier 
from Deerfield, shared his fate. 


PRINT CLOTH CRISIS, 


Manufacturers Casting About For Some 


Way to Reduce Expenses. 


The print cloth report at Fall River for 


this week does not show very satisfactory 
results, and the situation is "calling forth 
considerable comment from stockholders 
who have seized upon the opportunity 
offered by the annual meetings.to criti- 
cize somewhat the methods in vogue 
there. The production has been normal, 
233,000 pieces, and the sales have been 
comparatively light. The stock on hand 
has been increased 90,000 pieces. 
The 


market is dull at 2jj cents. 


Manufacturers have come to the con- 


clusion that the cost of production must 
be lowered if they are to compete with 
southern mills, and they have agreed 
upon a novel plan. It is nothing more or 
less than an appeal to the operatives to 
accept a cut of 18 cents in wages. This 
plan is not generally approved by manu- 
facturers. At the meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Merchants' mill this week, 
Captain B. P. Reynard argued in favor of 
a reduction of the treasurer's salary. The 
answer of the treasurer, Andrew Borden, 
was that a treasurer certainly earned his 
salary in hard times it not in good times.

A QUESTION OF RESPONSIBILITY 


The Agreement of Publisher Langtry 


With the Company to Relieve lit 


From Liability Was Declared In- 
valid. A. M. Robinson and A. 


P. Carpenter Admitted 


The Berkshire superior court was oc- 


cupied Friday forenoon with .the case of 
Frederick S. Foiwell against the Spring- 
field Union Publishing company, and few 
cases have been more hotly contested on 
law points in the Berkshire courts for 
years. Lawyer McClintock of Springfield 
raised many interesting legal questions in 
connection with his associate counsel 
Lawyer Hibbard, while Crosby & NOXOD, 
appeared to good advantage for the plain- 
tiff. Judge Lilley ruled yesterday morn- 
ing that the agreement between the 
company and A. P. Langtry, whereby 
he became publisher, in October, 1894, so 
as to relieve the company from liability, 
was not valid, and that Langtry was to be 
considered as superintendent or manager 


A motion of the defendant that on the 


whole evidence the plaintiff had not sus- 
tained his case, after argument was over- 
ruled by Judge Lilley, and the arguments 
of counsel were allowed. 
Lawyer Hib- 


bard summed up for the defendant and 
placed much stress on the fact that Foi- 
well did not take the stand to state what 
his damages were, where he resided or to 
give the jury any information. Liwyer 
Crosby lor the plaintiffheld that inasmuch 
as no special damages were claimed he 
could not so testify. 
The question of 


ownership or management was not dis- 
cussed. 


Judgo Lilley, in the charge, made a 


very candid and lucid explanation of the 
law of libel, of the question of damages, 
instructing the jury that the retraction 
nob being allowed in mitigation, and not 
admitted. Foiwell was presumed to be 
a citizen of good repute and that the com- 
pany was liable as alleged, despite the 


agreement which he ruled out.. He said 
that Foiwell should receive substantial 
damages if they round he had been in- 
jured, although it was a question in which 
the jury might find even nominal dam- 
ages of §1. He ruled out the request for 
damages for mental suffering. The charge 
lasted for three-quarters of an hour. Tl 9 
jurr toot the case at 12.30 and were out 
all the afternoon. Not returning f'l 
farther instructions, Judge Lilley directed 
them to find a sealed verdict, which they 
will do and report Wednesday morning. 


Arthur P.Carpenter and Arthur M.Rob- 


inson of North Adams were admitted to 
the bar, the latter at the special request 
of Judge Phelps, in whose office young 
Eobiis>n has studied law. Two other 
candidates will be admitted at the reas- 
sembling of the court Wednesday fore- 
noon.

and Lawyer Hibbard arranged that the 
trial before Judge Lilley in the case of 
Receiver Spaulding of the Stockbridge 
savings bank and the Amherst savings 
bank will be heard evenings, beginning 
next week.
